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Jobs For Kids Program Called Success

SALISBURY — Commit- 
tee members working on 
the Jobs for Kids program 
are so pleased with its suc- 
cess that the Salisbury Cit 

Council Monday night will 
discuss extending 
employment for city youth 
workers an extra two 
weeks. 


“We've. been very pleased 
with it,” said Mayor W. 
Paul Martin. ‘“‘And I’ve 
heard compliments. from 
others (employers).’”’ ~ 

The peogtam is scheduled 
to end Aug. 6 for teen-agers 
employed by the city, but 


_ the council’s approval could 


continue the program until 


Aug. 20. Teen-agers work- 
ing for private industry can 
continue until Labor Day, 
said Jill Barbon, a 
spokeswoman for the 
mayor’s committee. 
Originally, the committee 
intended to hire 150 yeyne 
people to work in both loca 
government and private 
industry. But a combination 
of problems reduced the 
number of teen-agers 
placed in jobs to 85. ' 


‘It happened on both ends 
with the jobs and the kids,”’ 
Barbon said. ‘‘Some 
employers who made 
commitments in the begin- 
ning withdrew them and 


/ some kids who wanted to 
work did not for various. 


reasons.”’ 


Barbon said she has about 

five teen-agers she would 
still like to place, but says 
she is very satisfied with 
those that are working now. 
A letter from Department of 
Public Works Director 
Kenneth M. Haensler was 
delivered to the mayor last 
month, praising the work of 
10 young people who were 
assigned to his department. 
Haensler described the 
workers as hard workers. 
He also commended the 
committe for good screen- 
ing. 


Some employers have 
hinted they would be willing 
to hire their workers per- 
manently and others have 
said they would reconsider 
hiring the same young peo- 


ple next summer. 
Barbon admitted that 


some applicants had to be 


weeded out because of poor 
work attitudes. Reports of 
teen-agers scoffing at agri- 
cultural work were true, she 
said. 

“There were some kids I 
would never place,’’ she 
said. ‘‘Now there may be 
some who are not working 
out, but if there are, I am 
not aware of them.”’ 
Employers get a_ special 
tax break for hiring ~ the 
teen-agers who must first 
meet federal government 
eligibility guidelines. 
Barbon said the pro- 
ram’s success this year 
as prompted committee 
members to think of ways to 
expand and improve the

Renaissance Place Construction Restarted)

SALISBURY — Construction on a 68 unit subsidized 
housing project off Parsons Road has been restarted, 
now that all but one of several legal challenges have 
been dismissed. 

Victor H. Laws III, the local attorney for the Oxford 
Group, a Landover, Md. firm deyeloping the $2.4 
million project, said his client has obtained gov- 
ernment backed financing and has posted a bond so 
construction can continue. 

Last month, the city’s inspection bureau also issued 
a building permit to the company. 


“AS far as we’re concerned, we feel fairly certain the 
project can go on as planned without any more 
disruptions, although you never know,’’ Laws said. 

Construction on the project had been halted by legal 
maneuvering initiated in the last several months by 
Pemberton Manor Associates, the firm which owns 
and manages an apartment complex across the street 
from the proposed Renaissance Place. 

Pemberton’s attorney Henry M. Rutledge filed two 
Separate appeals with Maryland’s Court of Special 
Appeals in Annapolis challenging a city council’ 


decision to rezone the seven acres of property from 
industrial to residential use. Both have been dis- 
missed, Laws and Rutledge said, quoting the court as 
saying the issues raised became moot when the city 
council passed a new zoning code earlier this year. 
Unless Rutledge’s clients request that he seek one last 
appeal to the state’s highest court, that phase of the 
challenge to block Oxford appears to be over. 


Rutledge, however, has another suit pending in 
Wicomico County Circuit Court. His clients have asked 
him to challenge the city council’s decision to enact a 
new zoning code labeling Oxford’s land as suitable for 
multi-family residential use. Pemberton Manor of- 
ficials also question in their suit the wisdom of the 
city’s decision to give Oxford $101,160 to help the 
developer buy land on which it will build the townhouse 
development for low and moderate income families. 

No court date has yet been announced when the case 
involving the new zoning ordinance will be heard. 
Laws said Rutledge would have to build a strong case 
to convince a judge to overturn the city council’s action 
adopting a new zoning code. 

Rutledge said his clients have not yet given up the 
fight; ‘‘We’re disappointed by the recent events in

Rutledge has said his clients are not fearful of 
competition from Renaissance Place. Instead, Pem- 
berton Manor officials are said to be concerned about ! 
the impact 68 new families will have on the surround- 
ing environment, including recreational facilities built 
especially for use by Pemberton apartment residents. 
Oxford, on the other hand, has obtained $2.4 million 
from the state Community Development Administra- 
tion in a 30-year loan to provide what is commonly 
known as ‘“‘section 8’’ housing — a program for 
subsidizing the rent of tenants selected to live in the 
project. Long waiting lists for subsidized housing are 
common throughout Wicomico County. 
The city government has backed the Oxford project _ 
for several years because it is seen as.an effort to | 
provide much needed housing and could help free up 
property for development near downtown that is 
currently the site of run-down rental housing. '

Tom Plotts, assistant director of the 
city’s public works department, said 

|Monday some citizens might be confused 
or unaware of guidelines city residents are 
being asked to follow. 

Here are the guidelines: if the last digit 
of your house number is even (0, 2, 4, 6 and 
8) and the date on the calendar is also 
even, the city would like you to refrain 

}from using water for gardens, lawns and 
washing cars. That means if the last digist 
of your house is odd, it’s OK to use water 
for those activities. 3 

On odd-numbered days on the calendar, 
residents with house numbers with an odd 
Jast digit (1, 3, 5, 7 and 9) are asked to 
refrain from using water. That means the 
even-number house residents can use 
water for non-essential reasons. 

Water use will be permitted as normal 
on weekends. 

The problem with the city water supply 
is traced to two reasons: a well in the City 
Park has failed and weather on the 
Delmarva Peninsula in recent weeks has 
been arid. 

At the City Park water plant where 
official weather statistics are kept, re- 
cords show it has rained only two days — 
July 5 and July 7 — for a total of .28 of an 
inchofwater. -

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Peter Crowcroft, Director

As former director of the Chicago 
Zoological Park and other large zoos in 
Australia and Canada, what are Peter 
Crowcroft’s plans for the Salisbury Zoo 
? “The first thing I am going to do is 
listen,’’ he answers. The new director of 
the Salisbury Zoo explains, “The Zoo 
Commission, the Friends of the Zoo, the 
staff and the city have been working on 
this project for a long time; and I want 
to first get their ideas of what will make 
the zoo better.”’ 

Crowcroft’s plans for the immediate 
future include taking stock not only of 
the zoo, but of the community’s 
resources and needs. He would like to 
continue and possibly expand the zoo’s 


contact with the school system and with 


the community. 


Peter Crowcroft came to Salisbury 
when a colleague, former Salisbury Zoo 
director Steve Graham, told him that 
the city was looking for a new director 
for the zoo. Crowcroft drove into 
Salisbury and happened to turn onto 
North Division Street. As he looked 
around the Newtowne Historic District 
he was charmed by the Victorian 
houses. He knew that his family would 
be happy here. “‘I saw one house in par- 
ticular,’ he recalls, ‘‘and I said to 
myself, ‘That’s the house Liz (Mrs. 
Crowcroft) wants.” 


Crowcroft then met with city 
authorities and was interviewed as a 
candidate for zoo director. Before the 
search committee had had a chance to 
make its decision, however, Crowcroft 
and his family were moving into a 
house on Elizabeth Street. His son has 
already started school here. 

The experience of running a small zoo 
is something CrowCroft is looking for- 
ward to. According to him, the problem 
with the really big zoos is that the

The size of a zoo itself can also 
facilitate a personal style of manage- 
ment. ‘‘You see, with a zoo the size of 
this one, it is possible to do the thing the 
traditional zoo director must do each 
morning: take a walk through the zoo 
and see firsthand how it’s doing,” 
Crowcroft explains. ‘‘If the director of 
the National Zoo in Washington were to 
attempt that, he’d never get to his of- 
fice.’’ Such zoos are so large that their 
directors must depend on others to keep 
them informed. Of course it is not im- 
possible to manage a large zoo well, 
Peter Crowcroft has done that before. 
But he is looking forward to assuming - 
the role of the traditional zoo director. 

“The staff here is very good,’’ he 
finds. ‘‘And this is essential. I think 
we'll be able to accomplish alot.” 

Certainly, in his studies and ex- 
periences, Peter.Crowcroft has ac- 
quired skills and made contacts that 
will benefit the Salisbury Zoo in the 
coming years. More important than 
that is the wisdom he brings to the job. 
An exerpt from his book The Zoo will il- 
lustrate this: 

“I am sure that every new zoo direc-

quire them. When I went to the Chicago 
Zoological Park (Brookfield Zoo) in 
1968, I made my ideal list. Only after I 
had completed it did I come across the 
list the zoo’s first director, Edward 
Bean, had published when I was in 
diapers. There were few differences.” 
The irony of this was not lost. on 
Crowcroft, who continues, ‘Unless 
dealing with a .brand-new zoo, 
therefore, the director is dealing with 
an inheritance. It is not merely a lot of 
animals resulting from past policy or 
lack of it, it is a legacy of ingrained 
practices and attitudes.”’ 


It may be this realization that sets 
Crowcroft apart. He is quick to 
recognize a zoo’s potential and has 
many ideas of his own as to how best to 
tap that potential. He is equally quick, 
however, to recognize that he is the 
newcomer and that he can learn from 
the people who have been operating this 
zoo for several years.

SALISBURY — A bald 
eagle from the Pacific 
Northwest is the city zoo’s 


newest resident. 


Last week, the zoo staff 
introduced the new bird — a 
male estimated to be about 
four years old — to the 
majestic matriarch of the 
opular eagle exhibit. So 
ar, the pair appears to be 
compatible. 
Like many animals at the 
zoo here, the story of how 
the new eagle relocated 
here has some interesting 
twists.

the zoo collection since the 
early 1970s. 

The new male eagle re- 
ceived a crippling wing in- 
jury — an apparent victim 
of a shooting. Senior 
zookeeper Gary Muir said 
Seattle zoo and federal of- 
ficials who monitor the en- 
dangered species believed 
the bird could not survive in 
the wild even after re- 
habilitation. 

The same was true about 
10 years ago when the zoo’s 
female eagle suffered a 
wing injury after being 
struck by an airplane. Since 
then, two other birds have 
been paired with the first 
eagle. Unknowingiy, the 
first was another female, 
which was eventually 
traded to another zoo for a 
male that died just recently. 
‘“‘We wanted one that 
could fly some because we 
have such a big area,’’ Muir 
said of the large netted cage 
behind the zoo ad- 
ministrative building. 

The zoo staff has been

Cold Weather Precautions Listed 


The sudden recent cold snap resulted in literally 
hundreds of frozen pipes in citizen’ homes and 
business establishments. All of these occurrences 
were probably avoidable if the owners or occupants 
had taken reasonable precautions to prevent freez- 
ing. 
cs a public service, the Public Works Department 
of the City of Salisbury suggests several precautions 
that will prevent recurrence of frozen pipes during 
the remainder of the winter: 

1. Close in open crawl spaces and under porch 
areas where pipes are exposed. This will protect the 
pipes from cold winds. 

2. Insulate pipes in areas likely to go below the 
freezing temperature. : 

3. Allow a tap to trickle during very cold weather, 
especially at night when there is no water flow in the 
building for many hours. Moving water is not likely to 





freeze and the cost to run a trickle is minor. 

4. If building is vacant, call the Water Department 
for prompt turn-off and then drain the system. 

If pipes burst, shut off the main valve right away in 
order to prevent costly wastage of water. If the main 
valve cannot be located, call the Water Department 
at 749-4731 or Public Works Department at 742-7101 

business hours in order to have the water cut 
off at the meter. During nights and weekends, call the 
Police Department, which will contact emergency 
workers promptly. 

Many residents and businesses that have pipes 
which have burst may receive excessive water and 
sewer bills. Upon application to the Public Works 
Depatrtment at 742-2289, an adjustment of the sewer 
bill only will be initiated upon presentation of suffi- 
cient evidence that the high bill resulted from burst

explained each of his specimens. 
They were delighted to learn that 
an alligator has 80 similar teeth 
(compared to our 32 of 4 different 
types), and that the quills of young 
porcupines do not harden until 
shortly after they are born. Most 
did not know that an antler is 
made of bone and is a living tis- 
sue, whereas horns are non-living, 
being composed of fibrous protein 
similar to our own nails and hair. 
The naturalist explained that tur- 
tles were reptiles lacking teeth, 
and this was one reason why they 
have such a long life span. They do 
not starve to death as they grow 


at 


older and their dentition deterio- 
rates, as do some other animals. 
To illustrate, he called attention to 
the numerous missing teeth in the 
skull of what had been a geriatric 
alligator. Numerous’ questions 
were fielded adeptly by the lectur- 
er, and the program was en- 
hanced because the audience 
could touch and feel the speci- 
mens (the live parrot being 
excepted).

among our senior citizens, about Salisbury’s new - 


garbage ordinance. 
They believe that the city gave no consideration to 
the problems this new requirement may present to 


The city states that garbage in the streets has 
become a real problem. Their position seems to be that 
most of the problem stems from the use of plastic 
garbage bags and the fact that roaming dogs can tear 
them open. So, everyone, irregardless of any physical 
handicap, must place their garbage in some type of 
trash can, either metal or plastic. I presume that the 
logic is that this will reduce the damage from animal 
involvement. : 

First, the city has laws concerning dogs and dog 
control. If the city is unable to enforce its rules 
concerning animal control, then how will it enforce its 
‘‘sarbage’”’ rules? From my observations in the last 
two weeks, I have seen more trash cans turned over 
and pillaged by dogs than I have seen properly sealed 
trash bags torn open. es aye 

Garbage cans tend to become soiled and unsightly. 
They only produce the odors which invite an animal oi 
investigatge. Next, the city will need a trash container’ 
cleaning ordinance. Garbage bags are a one-shot 
usage which don’t get to ferment during the hot weeks 
of summer. Yes, they can be ripped to shreds by a dog 
or cat just as a can is capable of being overturned. 4

SALISBURY — The 
‘manager of Chesapeake 
Shipbuilding Inc. here says 
a recent letter to the editor 
of The Daily Times con- 
tained erroneous informa- 
tion about the firm. 

The letter was written by 
an unidentified shipyard 
worker. 

Anthony Severn Jr. said 
Thursday he accepted an 
invitation to address a 
luncheon meeting of the 
Salisbury Wicomico Eco- 
nomic Development orga- 
nization to ‘‘set the record 
Straight’’ about his 
employer’s operation. 

Severn acknowledged 
Chesapeake is aware it has 
an image problem in 
Salisbury but attributed it 


to an owner who em- 
vires that privacy about 

usiness dealings is essen- 
tial to a successful opera- 
tion. 

‘‘We may not be the heart 
and soul of Salisbury, but 
we’re slowly becoming part 
of the community,” he said. 


SEVERN said the com- 
pany has tripled its payroll 
in the last two years, helped 
local governments solve 
problems, such as fixing a 
leaky fire boat and design- 
ing a new ferry for 
Whitehaven as well as 
spending a substantial sum 
of money on waterfront im- 
provements. 

On a charge the City of 
Salisbury gave Chesapeake

Ten years ago, visits to the Salis- 
bury Zoo began to become more in- 
formative and alot more fun. 

In 1974 five members of the Salis- 
bury Newcomers’ Club formed a 
Committee called the Zoo Educators 
Taking Action (‘ZETA’). The mem- 
bers were Sandy Erskine, Gail Jer- 
ardi, Alice Massey, Laura McCray, 
and Janine Motsko. The proceeds of 
the 1974 Newcomers Club Charity 
Ball funded the first tour guide book- 
let for the zoo. 

Having an organized educational 
program supplied the final require- 
ment needed for a Grade One rating 
by the Humane Society of the U.S.. 
The Salisbury Zoo is still the only zoo 
in Maryland with the Humane Soci- 
ety’s top rating. It was also a neces- 
sary development for accreditation 
by the American Association of Zoo- 
logical Parks and Aquariums. 

Since 1974, there has been continu- 
ity and development of the zoo’s edu- 
cational program through the dedi- 
eation of a group.of volunteers which 
grew out of the original committee. 
In 1978, the name of the group was

SALISBURY Taking the 
future into consideration, this city 
is already starting to do some 
belt-tightening as a result of an- 
ticipated cuts this year in federal 
revenue sharing funds. | 

“However, unlike other cities, 
which may suffer drastic cutbacks 
in services, the outlook for 
Salisbury may not be so grim, 
according to Mayor W. Paul 
Martin. 

» Martin predicts the city will see 
another sizable increase in its 
assessable tax base for fiscal 1986 
— at least as much as the $10 
million increase in fiscal 1985 — 
due to substantial residential, in- 
dustrial and commercial growth 
over the past year. 

‘But he said the $500,000 the city 
Will lose if federal revenue sharing 
is eliminated will still put pressure 
on the 1986 budget, and could mean 
some changes. 


ALREADY MARTIN has placed 
a ‘“‘hiring freeze’’ on the city’s 
departments under which new 
personnel cannot be hired without 
his direct permission, and addi- 
tional positions will not be created. 

.In addition, he said he has begun 
to. look for more efficient ways to 
operate the city, such as 
‘Streamlining’ departments in 
which positions — not personnel — 
can be eliminated. 

‘We don’t want to let anyone go, 
but we’re utilizing their time bet- 
tér,’’ he said. ‘“Those already on 
the job will be able to do more city 
operations, and we won’t have to 
pay for more jobs.”’ 

“He said he hopes the city will not 
have to reduce any services or 
reduce the number of personnel it 
employs as a result of the federal 
revenue sharing cuts, but that 
some capital improvements pro- 
jects may be delayed. ‘“‘The very 
last thing I’ll ever do is cut back on 
services,’’ Martin said. 

One project that will move along 
as quickly as possible, however, is 
the downtown Riverfronts re- 
vitalization project, the total con- 
struction cost of which has been 
estimated at $45 million. 

"Currently, the project is a few 
months behind schedule because 
the developer, Robert A. Fox of 
Fox Limited Partnership in Col- 
umbia, Md., has not obtained 
financing for the first phase of the 
Penned seven-phase_ revitaliza- 
ion. 


-THE CITY council is hoping Fox 
will receive financing soon so con- 
struction can get under way. One 
part of the project has already 

een completed, however — the 
city’s new marina, which will be 
the only portion owned and run by 
the city, but will be incorporated 
into Fox’ overall plan. 

The first phase of the project as 

roposed will include two mall- 
ype buildings, one a small version 
of Baltimore’s Harborplace with a

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Salisbury’s Downtown Plaza 
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SALISBURY — Wicomico County’s ven- 
erable — and ailing — Courthouse has had a 
great deal of coverage and exposure in the 
news media in the last several weeks. 

It age has been mentioned on two recent 
occasions, once in the Feb. 19 Daily Times, 
where it was described as ‘‘the 118-year-old 
building ...’’ A week or so back it was 
mentioned in another news account that it 
dated back in 1867, the year of the formation 
of Wicomico County from portions of 
Somerset and Worcester counties. In each 
instance the dates were about 10 years off. 

The misunderstanding of the exact date of 
its construction can be excused inasmuch as 
there is no visible indication anywhere on 
the building giving the date of construction. 
It probably holds the unique distinction of 
being the only building of a public nature in 
Maryland without a ‘‘cornerstone,”’ with the 
usual facts about the date of its erection. 

Moreover there is an engraved plaque at 
the front entrance that spells out the names 
of the five county commissioners, the 
architect and the contractor who were 
responsible for its being built, but no men- 
tion of the year. ; 

Listed on the Inventory of Historic Sites in 
Wicomico County, prepared by the 
Maryland Historical Trust, the date of its 
construction is 1878, describing it briefly as 
“in the Victorian Gothic style ... con- 
structed of dark red, bricks with narrow 
dark mortar joints above the granite 
basement. 


A DECORATIVE effect is achieved with 
the use of black brick panels set in saw-tooth 
pattern. On the two corners of the facade are 
towers, one with a square bell cote, the other 
with a weathervane. 

‘‘A more modern addition was built onto 
the back of the building...”’ 

Attached is an engraving done in the 1890s 
showing the front and north side of the 
courthouse, with the jail house barely visible 
in the back toward the post office. 

The jail was torn down when the addition 
was made tothe courthouse in the late 1930s; 
the old jail had the rather jaunty and 
colorful name — the ‘‘Red Bird.”’

THE ENGRAVING also shows that there 
was no clock in the tower, although there 
was a place left for one. It was a number of 
years before a proper ‘‘town clock’’ was 
installed. | 

In doing research about this period of local 
history, I have traced how St. Peter’s 
Episcopal Church had a bell that had been 
recast after it had been a victim of the Great 
Salisbury Fire of 1886; unfortunately the 
church people were not able to afford a 
tower to place the bell in. 
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A working compromise was made fee 


whereby the church would let its bell be used 
in the courhouse tower in conjunction with a 


clock that was provided mainly by public jee 


donations. 


Later St. Peter’s found the means to build fi 


its present tower, but no move was ever 

made to return their bell, leaving it to ring 

out the passing hours for the community.

East, the nightly tolling of the hours caused * 


disturbance to the guests at the hotel. To 
soothe their sensitivities, the clock was 
re-geared to skip the nocturnal hours of 10 
p.m. through 6 a.m. 


THE STORY of the courthouse construc- 
tion is a fascinating subject, especially in 
view of the original costs involved in relation 
to present day estimates for improvements. 

One of the chief arguments advanced by 
the opponents of the formation of the new 
county was the great cost to the taxpayers 
ere construction of a new courthouse and 
jail. 


To counteract this argument, there were, 


some half dozen proponents who blithely 
offered to pick up the tab. 

Unfortunately there was nothing ever 
formally signed to follow up this gracious 
offer and when the county had become a 
legal entity all but one of the promising 
citizens apparently faded away.

A recent meeting in the Annapolis 
State House brought a nationwide 
movement to Maryland and praise 
to Salisbury.

Main Street U.S.A. is a national 
program to promote and assist res- 
toration of the country’s urban cen- 
ters aS an alternative to new con- 
struction. As of that meeting, a new 
organization, Main Street Maryland, 
will bring that concept even closer to 
home. 

According to Philip C. ‘‘Pete’’ Coo- 
per, who is the manager of Salis-

fort, ‘“Main Street is dedicated to the 
revitalization of inner cities by re- 
turning to the original concept of a 
Main Street area to whatever extent 
is possible.”’

successful for this city that Gover- 
nor Hughes took time to commend 
Salisbury Mayor Paul Martin and 
Executive Secretary Pat Fennell for 
the work that has been done here.

Salisbury Building Boom 


SALISBURY — Around Wicomico County and in Salisbury, 
remodeling and new construction work is readily apparent but 
according to John Hughes, building inspector for the county, the 
number of building permits issued in July is down from those issued 
the same month last year, but the dollar value is up. 

“There were 59 permits issued in July 1983, with an estimated 
construction cost of $1,334,095. This year during the same month 
there were 46 permits issued with an estimated construction cost of 
$1,610,000,’’ Hughes said. 

Hughes credits the rise in construction with the interest rates. 
“There has been a gradual increase in new construction for the past 
year and a half.”’ 

While it may appear there is an increase in building, there is 
actually a slow down which is normal this time of year. During the 
early part of this year the number of new construction projects rose 
because of the lower interest rates. ‘‘Now it is slowing again as the 
interest rate inches upward, he said.”’ 


HUGHES EXPECTS another ‘‘building spurt’’ before winter, and 
says\builders and investors are taking a ‘“‘wait and see’’ attitude on 
the economy. 

Henry P. Wojtanowski, director of Salisbury’s Bureau of Inspec- 
tions, said new construction in residential building is booming. 

“There is at least a 35 to 40 percent increase in residential building | 
over this same period last year,’’ Wojtanowski said. “Commercial 
construction really hasn’t risen or fallen; it’s constant.”

The resolution states much of the 
property in the riverfront area 
meets definitions of urban blight. - 
Such a declaration makes planning ~ 
for a major redevelopment project 
much easier, city officialssaid. 

At least one Western Maryland 
firm has indicated a willingness to

oping a complex which the city 
wants to include a preduce and 
seafood market area, restaurant, 
hotel, office building ‘and housing 
overlooking the river. No formal 
commitments have been signed, 
however. 


THE CITY already has plans: to 
build a publicly-funded marina off 
West Main Street near the river’s 
fork, a key component of the 
long-range plan to redevelop the 
riverfront area.

By the end of November, the city hopes to

City officials estimate the entire project will 
cost $1 million — 65 percent of which will 
funded with grants acquired from the state of 
Maryland. 

Installation of bulkheading and excavation 
work could be under way in early 1985 on the 
five acres of land stretching from the West 
Main Street bridge tender’s tower to the north 
property line of the Tilghman Fertilizer Co.. 

Serious discussions about developing a 





marina surfaced shortly after Mayor W. Paul 
Martin took office 242 years ago, when volun- 
teers involved in the revitalization movement 
were looking for recommendations to utilize 
the city’s waterfront: 

Martin’s endorsement of the project was soon 
followed by the city council, which recently 
authorized the use of bond money for property 
acquisition. The city anticipates spending 
about $370,000 on land acquisition alone. 


MARTIN ADMITS THE price tag is hefty. 
But he and other supporters of the project see 
the marina as a catalyst which should stimu- 
late other redevelopment projects in the 
downtown area. 

‘‘What you’re buying is an image’’ Martin 
said. ‘‘If it does what we think it can, then it will 
be well worth the investment.”’ 

If the project evolves according to plans now | 
on the drawing board, the facility should be 
completed by the fall of 1985.

“Because of the’important safe- 
ty considerations and the need to 
expedite safety improvements, ‘I 
have concluded that it is in the best 
interest of the citizens of Maryland 
that the state provide the 10 per- 
cent matching share for this pro- 
gram,’’ Hellman wrote. | 


LAST MONTH, MARTIN lob- 
bied state officials to consider 
picking up part of the tab for 
improving railroad crossings. 

Martin said the city regularly 
Spends an average of $10,000 per 
crossing as its share of the cost for 
improvements. 

The federal government cur- 
rently pays 90 percent of the bill 
for such repairs, while the re- 
maining 10 percent is the responsi- 
bility of either state or local gov- 
ernments. . 

The state used to pay the local 
Share, but a policy change several 
years ago shifted the responsibility 
to local governments. 7 

Martin made a pitch urging 
Hellman to consider a change back 
to the old policy when the new 
secretary visited Oct. 16 with local 
officials of lower Eastern Shore 
governments. 


THE MEETINGS are scheduled 
annually to give local politicians a 
chance to express concerns about 
transportation problems in their 
jurisdictions.

All of the 
land — which roughly runs from 
the Circle Avenue bridge west to 
West Main Street where it 
becomes Fitzwater Street — is 
within view of the Wicomico 
River and its two tributaries.

SALISBURY — Many people say it smells like rotten 
eggs. 

Howeles it is described, the odor coming from the 
Salisbury Sewage Treatment Plant at the end of Marine 
Road here is often pungent. 

Three weeks ago, the smell was reportedly even worse 
than usual when a digestor filled with sludge was 
cleaned out for the first time in five years. The odor was 
acrid enough to prompt citizens to call city council 
members with complaints. 

And this week the city council started cracking down 
once again on the Campbell Soup Co. for its non- 
compliance with the city’s sewage ordinance, which 
they say is contributing to the stench coming from the 

lant. 
: The city has sent a formal notice to Campbell’s, 
informing them that it will take legal action if neces- 
sary. 


ACCORDING TO COUNCIL president Norman H. 
Conway, council members met with lawyers this week to 


negotiations with Campbell’s to try to work out a 
solution to the problem in hopes of avoiding a suit. 

Conway Said the council gave Campbell’s, as well as 
two other companies, Perdue and Purity Bacon, until 
last August to comply with the city’s sewage pre- 
treatment standards. 

While the latter two are now in compliance, 
Campbell’s is still in non-compliance, he said, and the 
council is concerned. 

‘‘We’ve said compliance is a must,’ Conway said. 
‘‘We feel they (Campbell’s) have had enough time.” 

Although the city is ready to file suit, he said he 
believes that step will not be necessary if the company 
continues to make sincere efforts to comply. 


CONWAY SAID THE company has already purchased 
the necessary pre-treatment equipment, at a reported 
cost of $250,000 last fall, to control the amounts of 
chemicals causing the sludge buildup at the treatment 
plant, which in turn causes the buildup of grease and the 
odor. 

Still, he said, there are discrepencies between the 
chemical test results Campbell’s is getting and those 
being obtained from the city’s Department of Public

SALISBURY — Water consumption 
here is expected to double in the next 
several years if a permit allowing the 
city to increase its use of area wells is 
issued by the state Department of Natu- 
ral Resources. 

The city has applied to DNR’s water 


resources administration for a permit to. 


draw an additional 3.6 million gallons of 
water per day to increase the communi- 
ty’s water supply. 


The water would be drawn from nine 
existing wells in the Salisbury metropoli- 
tan area and one new well which will be 
he vagy in the Northwood Industrial 
Park. 


ALTHOUGH THE city only has a 
permit to draw 4 million gallons of water 
per day from its wells, it is actually using 
an average of 4.3 million, and on peak 
days, as much as 6 million, said Thomas 
Plotts, deputy director of the Salisbury 
Department of Public Works. 

lotts said if the permit is issued, 
water consumption will gradually in- 
crease to the allotted average of 7.6 
million gallons per day over the next 10 or 
So years. 


In asking to double its consumption, 
Plotts said the city is ‘“‘projecting ahead”’ 
for its needs. 


“The city is growing; we’re looking at 


industrial growth and 800 or so new 


houses,’’ Plotts said. The city has an 


eventual limit of drawing 10 million 
gallons of water per day, although Plotts 
ae water supply here is virtually unlim- 
ited. 


THE PERMIT application is currently 
being reviewed by the water resources 
administration, which has already ten- 
tatively approved it. 


Administration officials say increased 


use of area wells under the expected. 


permit will have ‘‘minimal impact” on 
present water resources. 

However, residents in the area of the 
city’s wells have been notified of the 
permit application, and the public still 
has an opportunity to voice their opinion 
in the matter by requesting a public 
hearing.

SALISBURY — The city council has passed an $11.9 budget 


for fiscal year 1986 that retains the present $1.50 per $100 of 
i assessment property tax rate. 

However, there will be a 5 percent increase in water and 
_sewer rates, which will generate about $190,000 in revenue and 


keep the system self-sufficient, the council said. 
The new budget is $860,000 more than the present one but 


ius retains the $1.50 rate which has been in effect for 14 years. 


Council President Norman Conway attributed this to an 
increase of about $10 million in the assessable tax base over the 
past year due and the $23 million spend on new construction in 
the city. He said the city’s growth is what has enabled the 
council to hold the line on taxes. 


. “T feel it represents eerste spending, with a look ahead 


as far as progress goes,’’ he said 


THE BUDGET ALSO calls for a limited freeze on hiring, as 
well as reduced spending in most of the city’s departments for 
the next fiscal year to help keep taxes down. 

More than half of the total budget, about $7.4 million, is 
designated for the general fund, most of which goes for salaries. 
City employees will get a5 percent cost of living increase, plus 
increment raises. 

The council also made some changes in Mayor W. Paul 
Martin’s. original budget proposal, submitted two months ago.

SALISBURY — If you see an unlikely 


_ bird in the backyard that “‘looks like it 
came right off of Long John Silver’s 
_ shoulder,’’ the Salisbury zoo director 
| would like to hear from you. 

_ Although two have been recaptured, 
one of three 3-month-old Green-Winged 
Macaws which took flight from the zoo 
eight days ago still remains at large, 
according to zoo. director Peter 
Crowcroft. 

One of many varieties of a South 
American bird familiar to collectors, 
the brightly colored red and green 
macaws are already two feet long, 
including the long tail. They like to 
make their presence known with a 
eee ‘“‘squawk,’’ familiar to any- 
one who lives near the zoo. 

The three macaws were the first ever 
“born at the Salisbury zoo, although 
varieties of the exotic birds have been 
on display here for years. A male 


|_ purchased two years ago resulted in the 


Zoo Appreciation 


first fertile eggs ever produced. 

Crowcroft said. zookeepers intended 
to clip the young birds’ wings as soon as 
they were beginning to learn to fly from 
their specially constructed fiberglass 
nest. The first flight, however, unex- 
pected lofted all three across the zoo 
creek to freedom. 


CROWCROFT IS TAKING the 
escape in stride, escpecially since two 
of the birds he valued at about $500 
apiece have already been recaptured 
unharmed. One was netted on the zoo 
grounds when it returned over the 
weekend — a second was captured on 
the opposite side of the zoo creek 
Wednesday morning. 

The third has proved to be quite a 
traveler. Crowcroft assumes it must be 
the same bird sighted about a mile 
away in a tree at the Joe Leonard 
residence in the 600-block of Lincoln 
Avenue Tuesday afternoon. 

‘‘T thought it was a peaceck at first, & 
said Leonard, who saw the macaw atop 
a large red maple tree in his yard after 


tracking down the unusual sound. He 
said the neighborhood dogs would bark 
each time the macaw. let out his 
squawk. Several neighbors gathered to 
watch before the bird slipped away. 


Feeding on apples and other fruits 
growing in hundreds of Salisbury 
backyards, the renegade macaw could 
easily survive on its own until cold 
weather strikes this fall, said 
Crowcroft. 

He said macaws can live nearly as 
long as humans. ‘‘He’ll be alright,”’ 
said Crowcroft, PORE Bein 
gardens.”’ 


Crowcroft asked Salisbury area resi- 
dents to phone the zoo at 548-3188 if the 
runaway macaw is seen. (The humber 
listed by the phone company in the new 
directory is incorrect.) 

Zoo officials especially want to be 
notified if the macaw is perched within 
30 feet of the ground where it could be 
reached with a ladder and a special 
pole-mounted capture net.

“‘I don’t look at myself as being disabled,’’ said Miss Gulyasa 
couple of days after the pageant. ‘‘I’ve just had a change in 
career goals.”’ 

Prior to the accident, Ms. Gulyas, whose parents, Steve and 
Louise Gulyas, live in Ocean City, had used the biology degree 
she earned from Salisbury State College to gain a position as a 
laboratory technician for the City of Salisbury. Now, she has 
returned to SSC to pursue a master’s degree in education with 
an eye toward becoming a high school science or biology 
teacher. 

‘“Going back to school, getting out,’’ said Ms. Gulyas, is one 
of the most important things a recently disabled person must 
do. ‘‘You can’t be worried about people staring. at you. You 
need to develop a positive attitude.” 


SHE IS sharing that positive attitude with others who have 
recently been forced to deal with a disabling injury as a 
counselor for the National Spinal Cord Injury Hotline. The 
hotline is designed to alleviate the fears of the disabled 
individual as well as his or her family. The hotline counselors 
detail types of educational information and agencies in a 
particular person’s area that provides help to the handicapped 
as well as rehabilitation hospitals in the vicinity. Equally 
important, they represent, to the disabled, people who encoun- 
tered similar fears and doubts about re-entering life’s 
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‘People who are disabled, however, are not the only ones who 
need to be educated about their ability to lead a ‘‘normal”’ life. 
“It is important,’’ said Ms. Guiyas, ‘‘that ‘‘non-disbled’’ 
people ask questions of people who are disabled and attempt to 
fully understand the physical things the disabled can and can’t 
do.

Cathy Coleman, a repre- 
sentative of the Downtown Norfolk 
Development Corporation 
(DNDC) in Norfolk, Va., spoke in 
favor of the plaza being reverted 
back to a thoroughfare open to 
vehicles.

Coleman also compared 
downtown retail districts such as 
Salisbury’s Downtown Plaza to 
‘suburban centers”’ like shopping 
malls, noting downtown retailers 
should ‘‘look at what makes sub- 
urban shopping areas work,”’ to be 
successful. 

Ironically, many downtown pe- 
destrian malls were closed to ve- 
hicular traffic in order to compete 
with malls and shopping centers. 

Coleman said downtown re- 
tailers are now realizing they still 
cannot compete, and have been 
losing business due to a lack of 
accessability which the malls en- 
joy. That accessability could be 
heightened, she said, by opening 
the plaza to vehicles.

Ahtes said his next step will be to 
ask the Downtown Merchants 
Association to try to persuade the 
Central City District Commission 
to request the city council to open 
the plaza as a one-way street for a 
trial period of 90 days.

Prior to the council’s action, that authority was 
delegated to the city’s public works department, 
while the police were in charge only of enforcing the 
laws governing parking on the plaza. 


According to the new policy, permits will allow - 


vehicles to load and unload only. Delivery trucks will 
not be allowed on the mall at all. No other parking will 
be permitted, the policy states, and permits will be 
issued for a maximum period of one month.

SALISBURY — The Wicomico 
County Council is considering 
having a pier constructed between 
its two boat ramps in the Wicomico 
River off Riverside Drive, but the 
question has been raised as to 
whether it would be competitive 
with Salisbury’s new marina. 

Construction of the pier was 
proposed by county public works 
director Delbert Davis at Tues- 
day’s council meeting. 

ouncil members, however, 
became concerned that the pier 
might be in competition with the 
city’s new marina, which is across 
the river about 500 feet away, and 
instructed Davis to talk to city 
Officials to get their input before 
the project gets underway. 
Davis said the pier could 
possibly become competitive with 
the marina because docking there 
would be free of charge to boaters, 
sh the city, he said, will charge 
a fee. 


ACCORDING TO Davis, the pier 
and an adjoining walkway are 
needed because the county-owned 
ramps are starting to become 
overcrowded. 

He mao that the pier will be 
used for boaters who wish to dock, 


vad or unload materials, or just

The city currently dis- 
charges water containing a phosphorus count 
of nine parts per million. While this is not 
dangerously high, Plotts maintained, the new 
system should be able to reduce that to two 
parts per million by 1988. ‘‘This should really 
help clean up some of the spare nutrients 
found in the-river that can clog up during the 
summer,’’ he explained.

~ Homeowners in Weed Control 


By VALERIE DILLEHAY 

| Even though it may cost more, a 
new weed control program elimi- 
‘nating fines is worth it, say city 
Officials, if it keeps the sidewalks 
‘clean and appeases angry Salis- 
' bury residents. 

' The revised weed control pro- 
gram recommended by the Salis- 
bury Public Works Department 
and Bureau of Inspections was 
given unanimous approval by the 
city council at its meeting last 
Monday night. 

“It always seemed that when 
the fine notices for weed control 
were sent out, every department 
in the city government would start 
getting more complaints. People 

got really dissatisfied with city 
government,”’ explained Thomas 
Plotts, director of the Public 
Works Department. 

Formerly, the city’s Bureau of 
Inspections would notify the Pub- 
lic Works Department of resi- 

'dences found to be in non-compli- 
-ance with the city code requiring 
home owners to keep sidewalks 
fronting their property free from 
weeds. The Public Works Depart- 
ment would then send notices by 
certified mail to the homeowners 
warning them about the legal in- 
fraction. This would be followed 
up by another city inspection. If. 
weeds were still found among the 
_eracks of the sidewalk, residents 
were given fines. 


Do Something for People — 

Under the new program, resi- 
dents will be notified of their non- 
compliance with the city code and 
urged to get rid of the weeds them- 
selves. However, if they should 
fail to do so, the city will take care 
of it for them. ‘‘The program is to 

assist and not to remove the re- 
sponsibility of the property own- 
ers,”’ Plotts stressed.

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Growth Seen 
In Wicomico 


17 Subdivisions Added 
MST.

SALISBURY — Wicomico County’s population 
growth is continuing at an average of | percent a 
year, according to county Planning and Zoning 
Director William Livingston. The growth, which is 
more active than in most Eastern Shore counties, is 
exemplified by the addition of 17 new subdivisions 
during six months of 1985. 

The 17 subdivisions were given approval ot! 
tentative approval by the county planning com 
mission from August to December 1985, according to 
a report recently released by Livingston’s office. 
According to the report, the subdivisions represent a 
possible increase in county population of about 1,075 
people. 

Of the 485 acres involved, 31.3 percent are located 
in the county’s metro-core area and 68.7 percent are 
outside this area. While the metro-core is usually 
considered the key growth area of a county because 
it is designated as a city’s suburban area, according 
to Livingston, the trend during the 1985 period 
showed that suburban-oriented peopie are attracted 
to subdivisions in more rural surroundings 





IN THE FIRST seven months of 1985, 86.4 percent 
of the 1,417 acres of subdivisions approved during the 
1985 January-to-July period also was outside the 
metro-core area. Livingston said, however, that the 
trend of subdivisions approved in 1986 is moving 
back toward the metro-core. 

The majority of subdivisions documented in the 
August through December report are clustered in an 
area southwest of Salisbury, with six subdivision: 
outside the metro-core and five within the metro 
core. The remaining six subdivisions are scattered 
throughout the county, with one located in the 
north-east portion of the metro-core. 

While the new development will increase the 
county’s tax base, it also will affect such county 
services as schools, roads and police protection 
Livingston said such subdivision reports document! 
county development and provide warning bells when 
impacts on the county are becoming too great. 

“Sometime in the future,’’ Livingston said, ‘‘the 
county will have to bite the bullet and take a stronge! 
role in directing growth that will stretch the service 
network.’’ 


THE 13 SUBDIVISIONS on the west side of Route 
13, according to the report, account for 250 lots on a 
total of 290.4 acres. If these lots are developed into 
single-family residences, the report predicts, the 
county’s population could increase by 680 people, an 
additional 3.4 acres of recreational lands will be 
needed, and 1,500 more vehicle trips per day could be 
generated, as well as 2,380 pounds of solid waste pe! 
day and 68,000 gallons of water and sewage. 

The remaining four subdivisions on the east side o! 
the highway account for 145 lots on a 195.8 aeres. 
According to the report, these subdivisions could 
result in 394 additional residents, a need for an 
additional 1.97 acreas of recreational lands and the 
generation of 870 more vehicle trips per day as well 
as 1,379 pounds of solid waste per day and 39,440

Route 13 North; Annexation 2 


Dozens of interested citizens turned out for the Council’s delib- 
eration of the final reading-oftthe proposed annexation of property 
off Route 13 North. The area to be annexed, one of the largest in 
the city’s history, takes in approximately 400 acres beginning at 
West Zion Road and running north to the Roland Dashiell & Sons 
building, south of Dagsboro Road. It lies on the east side of Route 
13 with the exception of the Delmarva Power & Light property on 
its west side. 


The cost of providing services to the area, which will be between 
2.5 and 3 million dollars, is to be jointly borne by the city and 
county. The land is primarlily intended to be developed as a 
commerical strip along Route 13. In the 400 acre annexation, with 
the exception of streets, no land has been ear-marked for public 
facilities such as schools, libraries or recreational areas. 


The area has been more and more heavily developed in recent 
years and is the site of several large motels and a large trailer 
park. The ability of the ground to absorb sewage has been 
strained, and a health problem has developed which necessitates 
sewering. “‘The purpose of this (annexation) is not to cause hard- 
ship for anyone,’’ Public Works Director Thomas D. Plotts said to 
the group. ‘“‘The purpose is to solve a problem. A health problem. 
The area must be sewered.’’ 

A group of retired citizens complained to the Council, that they 
could not easily afford the expense of sewering. (The average- 
sized lot within the annexed area will. be assessed approximately 
$1,500 for the sewer hookup). One of that group, Mr. J. A. Barnett, 
suggested the health problem existed because the county had 
allowed the area to become overdeveloped. If large corporations 
were developing the land for profit, they should bear the cost of 
serving it with water and sewer, he said. ‘‘Now, all of us little 
people are getting shoved into something that’s going to be a 
hardship for us. We don’t mind paying our fair share. In the 
summer time the whole area stinks. But, heck, I can just barely 
make my car payments,’’ 


Several businessmen, who own property in the area to be an- 
nexed, approached the Council in favor of the annexation. They 
indicated they would like to develop more land north of Salisbury. 


The Council passed the annexation unanimously. Barring any 
unexpected court challenges, the annexation is expected to take 
effect on or-before January 1, 1987. Water, sewer and storm drain 
improvements are expected to_be under construction by March 
1987 and completed by September 1987. Other city services such as 
garbage collection, police and fire services will be available upon 
the effective date of the annexation.

Bond to the Rescue 

“The area would be able to ex- 
_pand further, but without city sew- 
‘er and water it won’t happen,” 
said William Livingston, director 
of Salisbury-Wicomico . County 
Zoning and Planning Commission. 


He noted that the Route 13 north 
corridor had emerged in recent 
years as a traveling center be- 
cause of the intersection with an- 
other major highway artery, 
Route 50.

SWED has served as the orga- 
nizing force behind the industrial 


park and is actively promoting its 


proposed extension to Connolly 
Road. BTR Realty in Salisbury 
has a one year option on the devel- 
opment of the property slated for 
the park’s expansion. ‘“‘We have 
received tremendous cooperation 
from everyone. There is absolute- 
ly a need for an expanded park 
facility, and the sooner we get it 
going, the better off we'll be,”’ Ki- 
ley said. | 


All of the land in the current

After a Lifetime in Public Service, 
_ Pete Cooper Retires (Again)

Few people can claim to have 


had the impact on Salisbury that 
Philip C. Cooper has had. In his 
twenty-six years at the helm of the 
Public Works Department and six 
years with the Downtown Revital- 
ization Office, Cooper (known by 
his nickname, Pete) was vitally 
involved in many of the projects 
that shaped the way Salisbury 
looks and lives today: the Down- 
town Plaza, the Riverwalk park,

Mr. Cooper’s recent retirement 
as director of the Downtown Revi- 
talization Office has placed him 
and his distinguished career in the 
news once again. That career, 
which saw him serve under seven 
Salisbury mayors, began in the

_ out of th~ University of Maryland 
with a Civil Engineering degree, 


accepted a job with the Maryland - 
Road Commision. While»

Advice & Regrets 

Mr. Cooper admits to only one 
regret concerning his years with 
the Public Works Department and 
the Downtown Revitalization Of- 
fice, and that was his inability to 
‘“‘do anything positive on the West 
Side.’’ The problems on the West 
Side of Salisbury, Cooper ex- 
plained, allow no quick or easy 
solution. ‘‘There’s never been 
enough money available to really 
attack such a comprehensive 
problem. The waterfront project 
gave us the opportunity to remove 
some of the negatives, but it hard- 
ly made a dent. The city, however, 
realizes the problem exist&S and 
they’ll eventually get around to it. 
It’s only a matter of time.’’ |

_ retired recently as the manager of 
the Salisbury Downtown Re- 
vitalization plan he was honored at 
_a luncheon. Mayor W. Paul Martin 
fell back on a 1978 newspaper 
article in The Daily Times to sum 
up his accomplishments. 

The piece was written by Mike 
Meise, veteran staffer at the 
Times.

The mayor’s office has been ap- 
proached with an idea that could 
remedy what many consider a 
Salisbury eyesore: the abandoned 
city incinerator on Route 50 and 
Delaware Avenue. The large, van- 
dalized building with its graffiti, 
broken window panes, and park- 
ing lot of weeds popping through 
cracked asphalt, offers a dismal 
first impression of Salisbury to 
-east-bound Route 50 traffic, many 
believe. 

“It’s an eyesore,” Mayor W. 
Paul Martin said of the incinera- 
tor recently. ‘“‘We’re going to have 

to do something to upgrade 
it.... The idea that was proposed is 
a joint project between public and 
private groups, and I think it’s a 
good one.”’

When the study begins, it's 
expected to employ, at times, as 
many as twenty traffic experts for 
three or four months. They will 

conduct: Destination Studies to 
determine traffic flow and volume; 
Time Delay Studies to discover 
where the traffic holdups are (By 
converting lost time into dollars 
using a standard equation, the 
consultants can determine 
whether a traffic improvement is 
cost-justified); and Quadrant Stud- 
ies to determine whether areas are 
used for through-traffic or as desti- 
nations. This is important in 
designing street layout and sig- 


nage. 

The results of the studies men- 
tioned in the previous paragraph 
will be fed into a computer which 
will construct a comprehensive 
computer model of Salisbury traf- 
fic patterns. When the model is 
complete, traffic engineers will be 
able to create ‘what it” scenarios to 
determine which of several alter- 
nate traffic solutions would be the 
most effective. The use of this 
computer modeling technique — 
never before applied to the Salis- 
bury traffic system — may produce 
some unexpected, cost-effective 
solutions to traffic problems Salis- 
burians have begrudgingly lived 
with for years.

Prevent Frozen Pipes 


SALISBURY — Cold weather is 
here. During past winters, cold 
temperatures and winds caused 
hundreds of frozen pipes in citi- 
zens’ homes and business estab- 
lishments. All of these were prob- 


ably avoidable if the owners or 


occupants had taken reasonable 
precautions. | 

As a public service, the Public 
Works Department of the city of 
Salisbury Suggests several precau- 
tions that will prevent frozen pipes 
during the winter: 

1. Close in open crawl spaces and 
under porch areas where pipes are 
exposed. This will protect the 


pipes from cold winds. 


2. Insulate pipes in areas likely 
to go below the freezing 
temperature. 


3. Allow a tap to trickle during) - 


very cold weather, especially at 
night when there is no water flow 
in the building for many hours. 
Moving water is not likely to freeze 
and the cost to run a trickle is 
minor. 

4. If building is vacant, call the 
Water: Deperanent for prompt 
turn-off and then drain the system. 

If the pipes burst, shut off the 
main valve right away in order to 
prevent costly wastage of water. If

A proposal by the 
state Department of the Environment is de-

According to state Del. Norman Conway, D- 
| Wicomico-38th, the Department of the Environ- 
' ment and the Water Resources Administration 
will introduce the pilot program as a bond bill 
package in the upcoming General Assembly. 
While the exact funding is still uncertain, he 


_ said he expects about $75,000 will be proposed to 


study the northern prong of the lake and deter- 
mine what can be done to decrease the abun- 
dant supply of nutrients causing the 
overgrowth. - 








Conway said the program would | use the re- 
sults from Johnson’s Lake to help similar situa- 
tions in other areas. He said this program could 
benefit other bodies of water such as Tony Tank 
and Coulbourne Mill ponds.

WASHINGTON — Federal offi- 
cials have listed 26 industrial and 
municipal plants in Maryland —in- 
cluding the Salisbury waste water 
treatment plant — that are con- 
tributing to river and lake pollut- 
ion and must curb their emissions 
of toxic substances. 


Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy officials released a 44-state re- 
port this week that listed more 
than 600 lakes and waterways that

In the Salisbury area, EPA offi- 
cials said the waste water treat- 
ment plant is releasing toxic 
metals and poly-chlorinated biphe- 
nyls — PCBs — into the Lower Wi- 
comico River.

WASHINGTON — Federal offi- 
cials have listed 26 industrial and 
municipal plants in Maryland —in- 
cluding the Salisbury waste water 
treatment plant — that are con- 
tributing to river and lake pollut- 
ion and must curb their emissions 
of toxic substances. 


Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy officials released a 44-state re- 
port this week that listed more 
than 600 lakes and waterways that 
do not meet federal clean water 


standards because of toxic pollut- 
ants. 

In the Salisbury area, EPA offi- 
cials said the waste water treat- 
ment plant is releasing toxic 
metals and poly-chlorinated biphe- 
nyls — PCBs — into the Lower Wi- 
comico River. 


EPA officials pointed out that in 
most cases, the plants had state 
permits to release pollutants, but 
said water quality has deterio- 
rated to the point where federal of- 
ficials are ordering additional 
clean up programs. 


The data on toxic releases was 


compiled by state officials and the 
firms involved under a new federal 
law that requires regular disclo- 
sures of polluting emissions. 


So far, only 40 percent of the 897 
polluters listed by the EPA have 
submitted new clean up proposals 
for approval. 

Federal officials made no esti- 
mate on the health hazard being 
created by the pollution and noted 
that clean water standards are de- 
signed to protect aquatic life in a 
waterway. That means particular 

llution levels may not pose a 
threat to humans.

The Whayland Co. is doing the 
work. Don Whayland, vice presi- 
dent, estimates the cost will ex- 
ceed a million dollars. New 
windows have been ordered to 
match as nearly as possible the 
heavy Victorian motif of the origi- 
nals. 


A lightweight concrete surface 
has been poured onto the aged 
flooring — a modern touch. Sup- 
porting posts and beams, some as 
big as 12 by 12 inches, have been 
stripped of old paint and will be re- 
finished in a natural state.

Matching State Grants Available To Help Reduce Algae

SALISBURY — Efforts are under way to 
clean up Johnson Pond after several years 
of algae growth has threatened marine life 
and stirred complaints from residents of a 
foul odor. 

More than 40 residents attended an infor- 
mal meeting Wednesday night to discuss 
ways to save the pond. 

]. Norman H. Conway, D-38th-Wicomi- 
co, told the residents a new state matching 
grant program has set aside $200,000 to be- 
gin studies to implement a plan to clean up 
Johnson Pond. 

“It is a multi-year project and it’s going to 
take some time to get done,’’ Conway said. 
“The lake didn’t get like that overnight and 
it’s going to take more than a night to fix.” a 


The $1 million program is in the fiscal 1990 
budget and is set up through the Department 
of Environment’s water and management 
administration. Robert M. Summers, chief 
of the water resources engineering division 
Chesapeake Bay and special projects pro- 
gram, said the cleanup is going to require 
the efforts of the Salisbury city and Wicomi- 
co County governments. 

The state funds will be provided under a 
match program involving the local govern- 
ments, Summers said. 

The program calls for a three step process 
of first hiring a consultant to conduct a feasi- 
bility study, then begin short term cleanup 
efforts, until a permanent program can be 
instituted, Tom Plotts, city director of pub- 
lic works, ‘said.

SALISBURY — The Salisbury City Council Monday 
night entered into a cost-share agreement with the 
Maryland Department of the Environment for the 
cleanup of Johnson Pond. 

“We're going to rid the area of the noxious odors 
that permeate the area, and restore the fishing, and 
recreational uses,’’ said Thomas Plotts, director of 
public works. ) 

The 100-acre lake suffers from an overabundance of 








_ algae, Plotts said, which makes it a beautiful blue- 


green color in the summertime, but causes odors in 


_ the fall and winter when the algae dies. 


The cost share agreement signifies the end of a two- 
fin battle to provide funding for the project, Plotts 
said. 

The project will cost an estimated $520,000, with the 


_ State providing $290,000 in matching grant funds. The 


city and Wicomico County will share the cost of the 


- matching funds by borrowing a total of $150,000 from 


the Maryland Water Quality Loan Fund, and provid- 
ing $80,000 in labor and equipment as in kind services, 


~ Plotts said. 


The cleanup program will begin with a feasibility 
study which is already under way, Plotts said. ““We 
want to exactly identify the problem and the proce- 


t dures that could be employed,” he said. 


Plotts said algicides and herbicides could be ap- 
plied by this summer to help reduce algae growth. 
Artificial marshes will be constructed so nutrients 


_ are detained before entering the pond. Those marshes 
_ would be eee harvested to remove the nutri- 


ents. Dredging is another plan that will help reduce 
the phosphorous levels, Plotts said. | 

Those four steps should slow down the‘growth rate 
of algae and possibly eliminate the problem: But 
Plotts said the cleantip should be taken 4 Step further 
to ensure the future of the lake. 

Approximately 53 percent of the land surrounding 
the lake is agricultural land while 12 percent of the 
land is urbanized. Better stormwater management 
and the creation of non-tidal wetlands may be nec- 
essary to keep Johnson Pond clean. 

“It’s impossible to clean up the water chemically 
and it’s impossible to eliminate all types. of dis- 
charges,”’ JP otts said. But, he said, stricter laws may 
be needed in the future to prevent future problems. —

The workers were called to remove snow and salt 
‘roads several more times before the first of the year 
as Delmarva continued to get fresh blankets of snow 
earlier than normal last winter. 
__ Thomas D. Plotts, director of public works, told 
the workers they could expect to be called into work 
_at the first sign of snow or ice and even if they are 
not asked to come in they should remain on standby 
‘in case they are needed later. 
| There are about 130 people who work in the De- 
partment of Public Works, but approximately 60 
will be regularly removing snow and salting the 
roads. The rest will just be called in as they are 
needed, Plotts said. Nonew employees are hired for 
Snow removal. 
“It costs the city about $4,000 an inch every time it 
snows,’ Salisbury Mayor W. Paul Martin said. ‘‘Of 
‘course it depends when the snow falls. If it snows on 
‘a weekday during normal working hours then it’s

The council may well favor re- 

pealing the ordinance since only 
one of its five members was in 
office last year when the impact 
fees law was passed. Bob Cald- 
well, Bob Gladden and Tim Sa- 
kemiller were recently elected to 
the council and Mary Pinkett 
was appointed last year after 
the death of a former councilwo- 
man. 
If the ordinance is appealed 
Cockey said the council could 
take the time to draft a more 
fair impact fees law. 

According to Caldwell, the city 
is limited in the ways it can gen- 
erate money for waste water ex- 
pansion. Law prohibits 
municipalities from using prop- 
erty taxes for the water and 
sewer fund, Caldwell said.

Lighthizer says,’ 
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Route 50 bypass 
on back burner

SALISBURY — Maryland 
‘Transportation Secretary James 
Lighthizer told community lead- 
ers Tuesday that projects in 


Montgomery County will come 
before a Route 50 bypass around 


Salisbury because lawmakers 


there supported a recent nickel- 
a-gallon gas tax. 


 Lighthizer, who addressed the 
‘Wicomico County Rotary Club, 


said Montgomerv County legis- 
lators agreed to vote for the 5 


cent increase in the gas tax only 
if their transportation projects 
were given priority. 


“They drove a hard bargain,” 
Lighthizer said. “But we didn’t 
have the votes from the rest of 
the state.” 


Shore lawmakers said they 
opposed the tax increase because 
they were told in 1987 if they 
supported a tax hike the Salis- 
bury bypass would be con- 
structed. They voted for the 
increase but the bypass was de- 
layed. | 


Lighthizer defended funding 
Montgomery County transporta- 
tion projects. | 

“It’s not as if those projects 
are not needed,” he said. “The 
worst (transportation) problems 
in the state are there.” 

_ Lighthizer said only 31/2 cents 
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tation needs. The remainder was 
allocated to the Washington 
Area Metropolitan Transit Au- 
thority, a move the transporta- 
tion secretary called unfair. 


“That relieved the responsibil- 
ity from Prince George’s and 
Montgomery counties,” he said. 


Had the state received the full 
five cents of the gasoline tax, 
Lighthizer said the Route 50 by- 
pass around Salisbury “would’ve 
been a done deal.” 


Lighthizer_said his depart-
